There is enclosed herewith pac of a photograph of Zdward 
Merwin, alies Me Ning, alias-Ne Yick — ( } a former 
Clerk in the americap-Gonaylate at aor Kong, discherged in 1928, when 
he was suspected of korea Chinese travel documents. 


Sore months ago ..arwin was arrested in Hong Kong in the course 


of a raid on the Yick Tai firm where numerous papers scized indicated that 
@ regular busincss in fraudulent travel documents was being carried on. 


Marwin and the maneger of the Yick Tei firm, Shan oon Chung, 
were released on $1500.06 bail each as the police desired to awai he re~ 
ceipt of forged Siamese passports discovered in Seattle, bearing forged 
American visas, tefore formally charging them. 

When the Hong Korg police attempted to find them to prefer 
charges against them, they were found not to be in Hong Kong and the police 
suspect Marwin is in Shanghai or Nanking, where he is supposed to have 
friends. Chan “joon Chung is thought to have gone to Canton. Bail of 
Marwin and Chan has been estreated and they are now fugitives subject 
to arrest on being found in Hong Kong. 


The photograph of Marwin was taken in 1925 and is a good 
likeness. The following is a description of Marwin:- 


Born March 21, 1901, Sunning District, Kvangtung. 
about 5°’ 7" or 5* 8" tall 

Very slender - weight about 1350 pounds 

Sysalke Cantonese with Sz Yap accent 


Speaks English fluently and idiomatically but with lower 
East Side New York accent. 


Was in the United States from 1916 to 1925, being admitted 


as a citizen through birth abroad of an English (Chinese 
race) father. : 


Dresses in American style. Inclines to "loud" clothes. . 

Manner rather aggressive. 

I would appreciate receiving any information which may becore 
available to you concernirm the whereabouts and / or activities of these 
individuals, particularly the so-called Edward Marwin.
